The board also disapproved his 
request that his section be permitted to dispatch mail not bearing the 
signature of the secretary of the board.

7# The secretary was directed to draft a letter requesting tlhe 
contributing agencies to furnish JISPB a list of intelligence data regularly 
received, such as, JICP0A Bulletins, A.G.S. Summaries, Special Studies, etc.
